At  a Special  Town  Meeting  held  April  28,  1913,  the  citi- 
zens unanimously  voted  that  the  town  accept  the  trust 
created  by  the  following  provisions  of  the  will  of  the  late 
Henry  H.  Rogers: 

I give  and  bequeath  to  the  Town  of  Fairhaven,  in  the 
State  of  Massachusetts,  the  sum  of  One  Hundred  Thou- 
sand (100,000)  dollars,  in  trust,  however,  as  a permanent 
endowment  fund,  and  I direct  that  the  income  thereof  be 
applied  between  the  maintenance  of  the  Primary  and  Gram- 
mar Schools  of  the  said  Town  of  Fairhaven. 

In  accordance  with  provisions  of  the  said  will  as  to  the 
management  of  said  Trust  Fund,  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
submit  the  following  statement: 

Received  from  the  executors  of  the  will  of  the  late 
Henry  H.  Rogers,  Aug.  12,  1913,  $100,000.  Deposited  same 
in  National  Bank  of  Fairhaven  at  2 per  cent,  interest.

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SELECTMEN’S  REPORT. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Over- 
seers of  the  Poor  was  held  February  16,  1920,  and  organized 
with  the  choice  of  John  I.  Bryant  as  chairman  and  Isaac 
N.  Babbitt  as  clerk.  Miss  Lillian  H.  Simas  was  chosen  as 
secretary  of  the  Board  of  Overseers  of  the  Poor. 

Last  year,  we  hired  Fifty  Thousand  Dollars  ($50,000.00) 
in  anticipation  of  taxes  for  the  revenue  of  the  coming  year. 
This  year,  we  find  it  necessary  because  of  the  increased 
growth  of  the  town  and  the  coming  up  of  many  new  prob- 
lems that  we  have  to  ask  for  Sixty  Thousand  Dollars  ($60,- 
000.00)  in  anticipation  of  taxes  for  the  coming  year. 

As  authorized  by  vote  of  the  town  to  sell  the  old  High 
School  to  be  torn  down,  it  was  sold  at  public  auction  and 
has  since  been  removed. 

In  the  north  end  of  the  town,  the  following  new  streets 
have  been  laid  out  and  accepted:  Elm  street,  east  end, 

from  Green  to  Adams  street,  and  graded;  Newberry  avenue, 
from  North  Main  street  to  the  Acushnet  river;  Veranda 
avenue,  from  North  Main  street,  to  the  Acushnet  river;  Jesse 
street,  from  North  Main  street  to  the  Alden  road,  or  Black 
road,  so-called.  At  the  special  Town  Meeting  held  August 
23,  1920,  the  following  streets  were  laid  out  and  accepted, 
also:  Winsor,  Morgan  and  Dover  streets,  from  Main  to 

Sycamore  streets.  These  streets  were  laid  out  under  what 
is  known  as  “New  Construction”  and  Twenty  Thousand  Dol- 
lars ($20,000.00)  was  hired  for  ten  (10)  years,  two  thousand 
dollars  ($2,000.00)  to  be  paid  per  year  until  the  final  pay- 
ment is  made. 

Under  ‘New  Construction,’  water  mains  and  hydrants  were 
placed  in  Sycamore  street,  Winsor,  Morgan  and  Dover 
streets,  as  well  as  granolithic  sidewalks  and  street  lights. 

In  the  coming  Town  Meeting  we  are  asking  for  an  appro- 
priation of  Ten  Thousand  Dollars  ($10,000.00)  for  five  (5) 
years  so  that  we  may  be  able  to  finishjJie  macadamizing  and 
tarring  of  these  streets,  thereby  putting  them  all  in  good 
passable  condition  for  some  years  to  come. 
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As  voted  at  the  last  annual  Town  Meeting,  an  appropria- 
tion of  Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($5,000.00)  for  a new  barn 
was  made.  This  has  been  carried  out  and  the  old  barn  has 
been  torn  down  and  the  Town  Farm  looks  much  better  with 
the  added  improvements  than  it  has  for  many  years. 

An  addition  of  three  rooms,  costing  Thirty  Thousand  Dol- 
lars ($30,000.00)  was  made  to  the  “ Job  C.  Tripp”  School 
at  the  corner  of  Green  and  Bridge  streets.  The  grounds  have 
been  graded  and  the  whole  surroundings  are  much  improved 
in  appearance. 

As  reported  in  the  last  annual  Town  Meeting,  the  Town 
Hall  was  sadly  in  need  of  repair.  During  the  past  year,  the 
door,  sashes  and  window  frames  of  the  building  have  all 
been  painted  and  the  slate  on  the  roof  has  been  repaired. 
The  copper  trimmings  which  had  fallen  off  the  tower  have 
been  replaced  and  put  in  good  condition,  but  there  are  still 
many  repairs  to  be  made.  In  the  heating  plant,  which  has 
been  in  service  for  twenty-five  years,  the  piping  is  filling  up 
and  wearing  out,  and  there  are  many  other  repairs  which 
should  be  made  as  soon  as  possible. 

At  the  last  special  Town  Meeting,  the  Selectmen  were  in- 
structed to  rent  the  Hall  for  moving  pictures  to  see  if  it  would 
be  a success  in  the  town.  At  present,  we  are  unable  to  re- 
port as  to  the  success  of  the  project. 

The  Selectmen  have  made  a contract  with  E.  G.  Spooner 
to  take  care*  of  the  fire  apparatus  at  his  garage  and  have  had 
the  fire  alarm  system  for  the  town  installed  there  in  a fire- 
proof building.  There  has  also  been  added  to  the  Fire  De- 
partment a tractor,  to  haul  the  hook  and  ladder  truck  to 
fires,  and  with  a Chemical  Tank,  attached  to  the  Tractor, 
makes  a much  needed  improvement. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Selectmen  were  practically 
forced  by  the  increased  traffic  on  Saturdays,  Sundays,  and 
holidays,  to  put  traffic  officers  on  many  of  the  streets  in 
order  to  avoid  accidents  as  much  as  possible.  This  has 
proved  a success  and  has  been  appreciated  by  many  cf  our 
citizens  as  well  as  those  from  out  of  town,  although  it  has 
cost  the  town  somewhat  more  money  than  was  anticipated, 
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but  it  is  fair  to  presume  that  as  the  town  grows  and  traffic 
increases  it  will  be  necessary  to  have  these  officers  every  sum- 
mer at  certain  cross  streets  in  the  town  as  well  as  in  the  out- 
skirts. 

There  are  many  financial  problems  coming  up  in  this  pres- 
ent Town  Meeting  and  we  earnestly  ask  the  support  of  the 
citizens  of  the  town  in  these  matters.  There  are  many  streets 
and  sidewalks  that  should  receive  some  attention'  and  with 
the  increased  growth  at  the  north  end  and  the  many  houses 
that  have  been  built  there  by  the  Fairhaven  Mills  Corpora- 
tion, we  find  it  necessary  to  build  a new  school  house  at  the 
north  end,  which  in  all  probability  will  be  built  on  North 
street.  This  is  quite  a problem  although  v/e  have  got  to 
meet  it.  We  are  asking  for  an  appropriation  of  Eighty-five 
Thousand  Dollars  ($85,000.00)  for  ihe  building  and  Two 
Thousand  Seven  Hundred  Dollars  ($2,700.00)  for  the  land 

We  sincerely  hope  that  the  citizens  will  vote  unanimously 
for  articles  16,  17  and  18,  for  the  reason  that  it  is  needed  and 
that  we  should  take  care  of  the  school  children  as  fast  as 
they  are  large  enough  to  attend  school.  According  to  the 
report  of  the  School  Committee  this  building  should  be  fin- 
ished early  in  the  fall  of  the  present  year  so  that  the  seven 
or  eight  rooms  may  be  available  at  that  time. 

There  are  many  other  financial  problems  which  you  will 
find  in  the  annual  warrant,  all  of  which  is  most  respectfully 
submitted.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  the  Selectmen  appointed 
Thomas  W.  Whitfield  as  superintendent  of  streets  and  he, 
with  George  W.  King,  as  foreman  under  his  supervision,  had 
charge  for  the  year. 

At  the  annual  town  meeting  a year  ago,  many  new 
streets  were  laid  out  and  accepted.  Elm  Avenue,  from 
Green  to  Adams  streets,  graded  ready  for  broken  stone  and 
tar  the  coming  year,  Newbury  avenue,  Veranda  avenue  and 
Jesse  street,  all  in  the  north  end  of  the  town  were  laid  out 
and  accepted  and  graded,  so  as  to  be  put  in  passable  condi- 
tion, and  on  some  of  them  sidewalks  of  gravel  or  cinders 
were  laid.  Newbury  avenue  and  Veranda  avenue  were  laid 
out  from  North  Main  street  to  the  Acushnet  River  and  Jesse 
street  from  North  Main  street  to  the  Alden  road,  so  called. 
South  Pleasant  street  which  had  been  laid  out  and  accepted 
several  years  ago  was  never  made  passable  until  the  past 
year  owing  to  the  fact  that  a ledge  was  at  the  south  end.  This 
has  since  been  blown  out  and  the  street  put  in  passable  con- 
dition with  cinders  during  the  past  year. 

Wilding  street  at  the  north  end  from  Adams  street  to 
Main  street  was  also  graded  and  macadamized  and  tar  sur- 
faced. The  sidewalks  were  also  graded.  Bridge  street  from 
Tripp’s  Hill  to  Alden  Road  was  stoned  and  tar  surfaced,  and 
tarred  and  sanded  from  Mill  Road  to  the  New  Boston  Road. 
The  Gellette  Road  was  also  given  some  consideration  and 
repairs  were  made  upon  that  road  with  cinders  so  that  it  is 
now  in  fairly  good  condition.  Sconticut  Neck  Road  also  re- 
ceived a coat  of  tar  and  sand  in  order  to  save  the  road  be- 
cause on  account  of  the  enormous  amount  of  travel  on  the 
Neck  during  the  summer  months,  it  was  found  necessary  to 
re-surface  this  road  in  order  to  keep  it  in  good  condition. 

There  was  appropriated  at  the  annual  town  meeting 
some  money  for  the  Howland  Road,  but  on  account  of  the 
new  construction  of  Dover,  Winsor  and  Morgan  streets,  it

was  found  necessary  to  raise  the  grade  on  a part  of  Sycamore 
street  and  Howland  Road  and  to  fill  in  with  cinders  to  pre- 
pare those  streets  for  another  year  when  they  will  receive  a 
top  coating  of  stone  and  tar. 

At  the  special  town  meeting  held  August  23,  Twenty 
Thousand  dollars  ($20,000)  was  appropriated  for  new  con- 
struction taking  in  Winsor,  Morgan  and  Dover  streets.  These 
streets  have  since  been  graded  and  are  now  ready  to  receive 
the  finishing  touches  of  stone  and  tar  so  as  to  make  a com- 
plete job.  Granolithic  sidewalks  were  also  laid  in  some  of 
these  streets  and  will  be  completed  in  the  early  spring. 
Sewers,  water,  gas  'and  hydrants  were  also  put  in  these 
streets. 

There  is  an  article  to  be  acted  upon  at  the  adjourned 
town  meeting  to  appropriate  Ten  Thousand  dollars  ($10,000 
for  the  purpose  of  completing  the  work  on  the  above  men- 
tioned street,  Winsor,  Morgan,  Dover  and  Sycamore  streets 

and  Howland  Road. 

At  the  last  annual  town  meeting,  money  was  appro- 
priated for  culverts  in  Maitland  and  Blackburn  streets.  This 
work  was  done  with  concrete  and  is  considered  a first  class 
job.  There  was  also  a very  large  culvert  built  on  the  east 
end  of  Elm  street  near  Adams  street  so  that  the  street  is  now 
used  from  Main  to  Adams  streets,  and  when  the  east  end  is 
finished  with  stone  and  tar,  it  will  be  as  good  as  any  street  in 
any  part  of  the  town. 

Many  of  the  country  roads  in  the  outlying  districts  have 
received  considerable  attention  and  cinders  have  been  placed 
upon  them,  making  them  much  better  than  they  have  been 
for  many  years.  The  new  truck  which  was  purchased  at  the 
last  annual  town  meeting  has  given  excellent  service..  It  can 
haul  larger  loads  and  make  many  more  trips  per  day  than 
could  be  done  the  old  way  of  hauling  by  horse  and  cart.  The 
truck  has  been  used  a good  part  of  the  winter  and  is  still 
being  used  in  carting  cinders  to  the  outlying  districts,  and  it 
will  not  be  long  if  this  work  is  continued  to  have  the  most  of 
our  country  roads  in  good  passable  condition. 

Many  of  the  sidewalks  fn  town  have  also  received  some 
top  dressings  in  the  line  of  stone  screenings,  and  it  is  very 
hard  to  get  good  screenings  for  that  kind  of  work. 

The  ashes  and  rubbish  have  been  taken  care  of  during 
the  past  year  as  well  as  could  be  expected,  considering  that 
;many  times  we  were  short  of  help,  and  men,  as  a general 
rule,  do  not  like  that  kind  of  a job. 

The  citizens  of  the  town  are  most  respectfully  asked 
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not  to  dump  rubbish  in  the  gutters  of  the  streets  as,  in  the 
first  place,  it  is  against  the  law,  and  in  the  second  place,  it 
makes  rather  an  unsightly  mess  so  we  hope  that  the  citizens 
will  co-operate  with  the  superintendent  of  streets,  whoever 
he  may  be,  in  this  particular  work.  All  of  which  is  most 
respectfully  submitted.

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REPORT  OF  TREE  WARDEN 

Fairhaven,  Mass. 

To  the  Citizens  of  Fairhaven: 

The  Tree  Warden  hereby  respectfully  submits  his  an- 
nual report. 

The  spraying  of  the  trees  was  thorough  and  successful 
as  can  be  seen  from  their  healthy  appearance.  The  work  of 
preservation  must  continue  as  the  trees  require  steady  atten- 
tion. A number  of  the  largest  trees  had  to  be  removed  in- 
suring the  safety  of  pedestrians  and  many  large,  decayed 
limbs  had  to  be  removed.  There  are  many  more  decayed 
limbs  that  should.be  removed  but  the  Tree  Warden  thought 
that  owing  to  the  high  cost  of  labor  and  material  it  was  best 
to  remove  only  what  was  really  necessary  and  dangerous. 

We  planted  twenty-five  (25)  young  trees,  most  of  them 
being  planted  in  places  where  dead  trees  were  removed.  The 
Improvement  Association  supplied  some  small  trees  which 
were  planted  on  North  William  street  and  Linden  avenue,  a 
work  in  which  the  Improvement  Association  had  always 
taken  a hand,  although  growing  smaller  from  year  to  year. 

That  the  work  of  care  may  be  carried  on  the  Tree 
Warden  respectfully  recommends  that  the  sum  of  Two  Thou- 
sand dollars  ($2,000.00)  be  appropriated  to  continue  the 
work  of  maintenance  and  preservation.

FIRE  ENGINEERS  REPORT. 

During  past  year  the  Fire  Department  has  answered  35 
still  alarms  and  1 7 bell  alarms.  A tractor  has  been  purchased 
for  the  Hook  and  Ladder  and  has  already  been  mounted  to- 
gether with  two-35  gallon  chemical  tank,  which  gives  the  de- 
partment a reserve  piece  of  apparatus  to  answer  still  or  bell 
alarms  in  case  the  chemical  is  out  or  under  repairs.  The 
board  strongly  recommend  the  purchase  of  a pumping 
engine.

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REPORT  OF  SEWER  COMMISSIONERS  FOR  YEAR  1920. 


ORGANIZATION — G.  Winston  Valentine,  Chairman; 
William  Fitzsimmons,  Superintendent  of  Power  House,  and 
Frank  W.  Morse,  Clerk. 

SEWER  CONSTRUCTION — Under  vote  at  the  last 
annual  town  meeting  the  Board  has  had  constructed  the  fol- 
lowing sewers: 

In  Alpine  Avenue  (Howland  Road  System)  at  a cost  of 
$6720.34;  built  by  Mr.  O.  T.  Perkins:  610  ft.  of  1253  pipe 
and  two  manholes. 

In  Linden  Avenue,  Huttleston  Avenue  Gravity  System, 
at  a cost  of  $681.75;  built  by  Mr.  O.  T.  Perkins;  153  ft.  of  8 
inch  pipe  and  two  manholes. 

CONNECTIONS — During  the  past  year  two  connec- 
tions have  been  repaired  and  seventy  new  connections  made, 
making  a total  of  eight  hundred  and  sixty  sewer  connections 
now  in  use. 

POWER  HOUSE — Owing  to  increased  costs  of  labor 
and  supplies,  the  cost  of  running  the  station  the  past  year 
was  $7,470.00. 

REMARKS — Although  few  repairs  have  been  called 
for  during  the  year  the  cost  of  maintenance  has  exceeded 
that  of  any  preceeding  year  due  largely  to  the  continued 
high  prices.  In  nineteen  hundred  and  fifteen,  coal  was  pur- 
chased at  $4.50  per  gross  ton  while  at  present  coal  is  selling 
for  $14.00  per  net  ton. 

In  the  same  year,  fuel  oil  was  selling  for  four  cents  per 
gallon,  while  at  present  we  have  to  pay  twelve  cents  per 
gallon;  steam  cylinder  oil  sold  for  forty-four  cents  per  gal- 
lon, present  price  is  $1.04.  Other  lubricating  oils  have  ad- 
vanced in  price  over  one  hundred  per  cent. 

Machine  shop  labor  could  be  had  for  sixty  cents  per 
hour;  for  the  same  kind  of  labor  we  now  pay  $1.25  and  the 
station  engineers  wages  have  increased  one  hundred  per 
cent. 

It  would  seem  useless  for  us  to  expect  conditions  to  go 
back  to  the  standard  of  five  years  ago  and  therefore,  we 
must'  ask  for  a liberal  appropriation  in  order  to  give  the 
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public  adequate  service.  Like;  all  other  towns  and  cities,  we 
have  simply  been  keeping  the  system  in  good  operating 
condition  and  waiting  for  an  opportunity  to  bring  before 
the  public  some  practical  solution  to  overcome  the  un- 
healthy conditions  so  detrimental  to  health  and  property, 
namely:  flooded  cellars.  The  Board  has  therefore  decided 
in  the  near  future  to  ask  for  an  appropriation  to  equip  one 
of  our  ejector  stations  with  submerged  centrifugal  pumps, 
electrically  driven,  which  we  feel  confident  will  eliminate 
flooded  cellars  in  that  section  of  the  Town. 

With  many  new  connections  added  to  the  Shone  System 
during  the  past  five  years  the  station  has  maintained  its  high 
standard  of  efficiency  established  in  nineteen  hundred  and 
fifteen. 

Much  inconvenience  and  offensive  odor  was  caused  at 
several  manholes  during  the  past  year  and  in  looking  for 
some  good  method  of  cleaning  out  the  obstructions  the 
Board  has  tried  the  Stewart  Cleaning  Machine  which  has 
proved  highly  successful  and  the  Board  recommends  the 
purchase  of  this  outfit  for  $85(1.00  and  have  included  this 
amount  in  the  budget  for  1921,  which  we  estimate  at 
$13,850.00.

REPORT  OF  THE  INSPECTOR  OF  ANIMALS. 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Gentlemen — I herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as 
Inspector  of  Animals  foi  the  year  ending  December  3 1,  1920. 

During  my  general  inspection  for  the  past  year,  1 have 
inspected  1,121  animals,  of  which  668,  were  dairy  cows,  183 
young  cattle,  236  swine,  1 1 bulls,  2 oxen,  and  1 sheep. 

The  total  number  of  premises  visited  was  113,  and  of 
these  19  stables  were  found  unclean,  27  poorly  drained,  11 
having  poor  light,  22  insufficient  ventilation,  and  4 insuffi- 
cient space. 

T ne  average  conditions  however  were  an  improvement 
over  other  years,  in  most  cases  an  effort  having  been  made 
to  compiy  with  advice  and  directions  for  more  sanitary  con- 
ditions. 

One  case  of  tuberculosis  was  discovered,  put  in  quaran- 
tine, and  finally  condemned. 

In  July  cholera,  was  found  on  the  premises  of  six  hog 
owners.  The  serum  treatment  was  successfully  used,,  many 
of  the  animals  recovering  and  none  or  the  healthy  hogrs 
which  were  treated  contracted  the  disease. 

Subsequent  visits  were  made  to  all  infested  pi  aces  to 
see  that  the  premises  were  properly  cleaned  and  disinfected. 

Some  changes  have  been  made  in  methods  during  the 
■past  year  ana  the  Inspectoi  is  now  equired  tc  visit  at  fre- 
quent intervals  the  places  where  any  contagious  disease  has 
been  found  to  examine  the  hogs,  or  herds  of  cattle  remaining 
on  the  premises  to  see  that  none  of  them  have  contracted 
the  disease.

REPORT  OF  PARK  COMMISSION  FOR  1920 


The  Board  of  Park  Commissioners,  Henry  L.  Wilson, 
Harold  B.  Dutton  and  Harry  L.  Pope,  met  early  in  March 
and  organized,  appointing  Mr.  Wilson,  the  senior  member, 
Chairman  of  the  Board,  and  Mr.  Pope,  secretary. 

Mr.  James  Goggin  was  reengaged  as  Superintendent, 
his  work  in  the  past  having  been  entirely  satisfactory. 

As  a matter  of  economy,  no  funds  being  available  to 
resurface  the  roads  in  the  Park,  it  was  thought  advisable  to 
close  the  Park  to  traffic,  the  roads  being  in  such  bad  shape 
that  they  were  hardly  safe  for  automobile  travel.  By  closing 
the  roads  to  autos,  it  was  planned  to  make  the  grounds  safer 
for  children  as  a play  space  and  it  is  the  desire  of  the  Board 
to  encourage  the  townspeople  to  use  the  Park  more  as  a 
playground. 

To  this  end  suitable  apparatus  would  be  a great  help 
and  would,  without  question,  make  the  grounds  very  popular. 

Such  equipment,  however,  is  costly  and  unfil  such  time 
as  by  vote  of  our  people  we  can  have  it,  the  park  must  serve 
in  other  ways. 

During  the  year  we  have  replaced  thirteen  trees  that 
had  died,  putting  in  Laurel  Leaf  Willows. 

These  were  furnished  the  Park  without  expense,  being 
presented  by  the  Fairhaven  Improvement  Association. 

New  mowers  were  purchased  and  the  cost  of  posts  and 
chains  at  the  Park  entrances  were  rather  heavy  expenses. 

Starting  with  an  appropriation  of  $2,600;  increased 
labor  costs  and  items  mentioned  above,  called  for  an  ex- 
penditure of  $2,889.82,  an  overdraft  of  $289.82. 

It  seems  necessary  to  ask  for  $3,600  for  1921,  to  clean 
up  overdraft  of  $610.68  and  maintain  the  Park.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 


With  the  exception  of  the  Scarlet  Fever  epidemic  in 
the  Spring  the  year  has  passed  with  few  contagious  diseases. 

During  the  year  the  Legislature  has  passed  several  new 
and  important  laws.  Following  are  two  of  the  most  im- 
portant ones 

1.  “The  Bakery  Law”,  which  requires  Bakeries  to  be 
registered  and  inspected  twice  a year. 

2.  “The  Burial  Permit  Law”  which  enables  more 

accurate  records  to  be  kept.

Gentlemen : 

T submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit 
of  the  accounts  of  the  town  of  Fairhaven 
made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  Chapter  245  of  the  Acts  of  1920.  This 
report  is  in  the  lorm  of  a report  to  me 
by  Mr.  Edward  H.  Fenton,  Chief  Examin- 
er of  this  Division,  who  was  placed  in 
charge  of  the  work. 

The  balance  sheet  which  is  appended 
to  the  report  is  of'  especial  interest,  as  it 
presents,  in  concrete  form,  data  showing 
the  financial  condition  of  the  town.  The 
statement  is  self-explanatory,  but  I would 
call  particular  attention  to  the  number  of 
overdrafts  which  must  be  provided  for 
either  by  an  appropriation  from  surplus 
revenue  or  by  raising  the  necessary 
amounts  in  the  tax  levy  of  1921. 

In  the  report  attention  is  called  to  the 
method  of  financing  appropriations  for 
which  loans  were  authorized;  on  the  bal- 
ance sheet  there  appears  on  the  asset 
side,  the  total  of  such  loans  as  “loans  au- 
thorized,’’ and  on  the  liability  side,  among 
the  appropriation  balances,  are  the  unex- 
pended amounts  of  the  appropriations. 
Whenever  the  town  makes  an  appropria- 
tion to  be  met  by  a loan,  no  bills  should 
be  paid  on  account  of  such  appropriation 
until  the  funds  have  been  provided  as  di- 
rected by  the  town.  The  statutes  speci- 
fically provide  that  the  proceeds  of  loans 
shall  be  used  only  for  the  purposes  stipu- 


lated in  the  vote,  and  surely  this  law  can- 
not be  construed  to  mean  that  such  loans 
may  be  issued  at  any  time  and  the  pro- 
ceeds used  to  reimburse  the  treasury  for 
money  already  expended/ 

Among  the  liabilities  are  a large  num- 
ber of  outstanding  bills,  a summary  of 
which  is  given  in  a table  in 

the  report.  No  good  reason  ap- 
peaers  to  bare  'been  offered  for 

allowing  this  condition  to  exist;  sufficient 
funds  were  raised  for  their  payment,  and, 
so  far  as  I can  learn,  the  bills  were  ap- 
proved within  a reasonable  time.  If  such 
a practice  were  general,  it  would  be  a 
serious  indictment  against  town  govern- 
ment. .but  luckily  such  is  not  the  case; 
and  I trust  that  these  accounts  in  Fair- 
haven have  already  been  adjusted  and 
that  in  the  future,  all  bills  approved  for 
payment,  if  within  the  appropriation 
granted,  will  be  paid  promptly. 

The  general  accounting  is  inadequate 
(o  med  the  needs  of  the  town,  and  while 
I do  not  believe  in,  nor  do  I recommend, 
a complicated  set  of  books  for  towns,  nev- 
ertheless, there  should  be  kept  in  a single 
departi  lent  certain  general  records  which 
will  show  the  assets  and  liabilities,  the 
appropriations  made  and  the  charges 
against  them,  as  well  as  a detail  of  re- 
ceipts and  payments.  These  accounts,  if 
kept  up  to  date  at  all  times,  will  enable 
the  taxpayer  to  see  at  a glance  the  source 
from  wn  ch  revenue  is  received  and  the 
purpose  fo  which  payments  are  made,  as 
s the  financial  condition  of  the 

town. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  is,  in  reality, 
the  Director  of  the  Municipal  Corporation, 
i ould  have  at'  its  service  books  and 
ch  will  furnish  complete  in- 
formation as  to  the  finances  of  the  town, 
in  order  that  as  much  time  as  possible 
may  be  given  to  selecting  the  work  most 
essential  to  be  done  with  the  means  at 
hand.  Every  department  official  respon- 
sible for  the  expenditure  of  money  should 
be  constantly  advised  of  the  amounts  ex- 
pended and  the  amounts  available  for  the 
balance  of  the  year,  and  should  plan  the 
work  of  the  department  accordingly. 

In  the  preparation  of  the  budget  for  the 
21,  1 would  call  your  attention  to 
the  provisions  of  Chapter  591  of  the  Acts 
o which  specifies  that  departmen- 

tal receipts  shall  be  paid  into  the  treas- 
ury and  not  be  used  by  departments 
unless  specifically  appropriated  for  such 
departments.  This  statute  evidently  con- 


templates  the  appropriating  of  a flat 
sum  for  a particular  purpose,  and  the  use 
of  receipts  to  reduce  the  amount  to  be 
raised  by  taxation.  Its  operation  will  not 
mean  an  increase  in  the  tax  rate,  al- 
though it  will  ne'cessitate  the  appropria- 
tion of  a larger  sum  than  was  formerly 
made  when  the  receipts  of  a department 
were  added  to  the  amount  appropriated. 
The  great  advantage  of  this  method  is 
that  the  town  officials  responsible  for 
carrying  on  the  work  of  departments  will 
be  informed  early  in  the  year  of  the 
amounts  which  will  be  available  for  their 
use,  and  they  will  thus  be  able  to  plan 
their  work  accordingly. 

I would  recommend  the  establishment 
of  a small  reserve  fund  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  645  of  the 
Acts  of  1913.  Amounts  from  this  fund 
can  be  transferred  only  to  meet  extraor- 
dinary or  unforseen  expenditures,  but  its 
establishment  will  tend  to  prevent  over- 
drafts of  the  necessity  of  calling  special 
town  meetings  to  make  additional  appro- 
priations to  meet  such  expenditures,

Sir: 

As  directed  by  you  I have  made  an  au- 
dit of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  town 
of  Fairhaven  for  the  period  from  Janu- 
ary 1,  to  November  1,  1920,  and  I submit 
the  following  report  thereon: 

The  financial  transactions  of  the  town 
as  recorded  on  the  books  of  the  several 
departments  were  examined  and  verified. 

The  selectmen’s  records  of  bills  ap- 
proved and  charged  against  the  several 
appropriation  accounts  were  examined 
and  checked  with  the  treasurer’s  records 
of  payments  and  writh  the  unpaid  bills  on 
file  in  the  treasurer’s  office. 

The  original  bills  are  approved  by  the 
selectmen  and  forwarded  to  the  treasurer 
for  payment  with  the  exception  of  the 
school  department  bills,  which  are  re- 
turned to  the  school  department  after  ap- 
proval by  the  selectmen,  the  record  of 
expenditures  being  kept  by  the  school  de- 
partment. 

I would  recommend  the  use  of  a treas- 
ury warrant  by  the  selectmen  on  which 
should  be  listed  for  payment  the  bills  of 
each  department  or  account;  by  the  use 
of  the  warrant  the  selectmen  are  relieved 
of  the  necessity  of  approving  each  in- 
dividual bills  and  pay-roll  and  can.  there- 
fore, devote  their  time  to  the  more  im- 
portant duties  of  the  office. 

The  records  of  licenses  issued  by  the 
selectmen  were  examined  and  the  unpaid 
accounts  were  listed,  a summary  of  the 
licensee  issued  being  appended  to  this  re- 


port, 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  treasur- 
er were  examined  and  checked.  The  cash 
book  was  footed,  the  cash  on  hand  was 
verified,  and  the  bank  balance  proved,  In 
reconciling  the  cash  balance  as  of  Novem- 
ber 3,  1920,  it  was  found  that  the  re- 
ceipts and  disbursements  from  October  25 
to  November  3 had  not  been  entered  on 
the  cash  book;  it  was  therefore  necessary 
to  list  and  prove  these  transactions  in 
order  to  arrive  at  a true  cash  balance. 

In  reconciling  the  bank  account  with 
the  bank  statement  of  November  1,  it 
was  found  that  the  bank  account  had 
been  overdrawn  $1,183.72,  although  the 
bank  statement  showred  a balance  of 
$317.30.  as  checks  had  been  issued 
amounting  to  $1,501.02  which  had  not  been 
presented  for  payment  at  the  bank.  In 
checking  the  disbursements  it  was  found 
that  the  treasurer  had  used  the  general 
revenue  cash  to  the  amount  of  $17,039.47 
in  payment  of  accounts  for  which  the 
town  had  authorized  the  treasurer  to  bor- 
row. This  procedure  is  in  strict  viola- 
tion of  the  provisions  of  the  Municipal  Fi- 
nance Act  of  1913  and  should  not  be  re- 
sorted to  in  the  future, 

There  does  not  appear  to  be  any  sys- 
tematic method  of  disbursing  town  funds 
after  vouchers  have  been  approved  by  the 
selectmen  for  payment.  In  checking  the 
Selectmen’s  records  of  bills  approved  for 
payment  with  the  treasurer’s  books,  it 
was  found  that  the  treasurer  had  in  his 
office  390  bills  which  had  been  properly 
approved  for  payment,  but  which  had  not 
been  paid,  although  some  of  the  bills  had 
been  approved  in  March  and  April.  This 
is  a very  unbusiness-like  way  of  conduct- 
ing the  town’s  affairs,  and  cannot  be  too 
strongly  condemned,  since  the  postpone- 
ment of  the  payment  of  bills  affects  not 
only  the  credit  of  this  town  but  of  all 
towns  in  the  Commonwealth. 

Appended  to  this  report  is  a table  show- 
ing a reconciliation  of  the  treasurer’s 
cash  and  also  a summary  of  the  unpaid 
bills. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  collector 
of  taxes  were  checked  and  the  payments 
of  the  treasurer  w’ere  proved  by  a com- 
parison with  the  treasurer’s  books.  The 
abatements  were  checked  with  the  asses- 
sor’s records  of  abatements  granted.  The 
outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  a 
number  of  notices  mailed  to  persons 
whose  names  appeared  on  the  list  as  ow- 
ing money  to  the  town,  and  no  replies 
were  received  claiming  that  payment  had 
been  made  other  than  is  recorded  on  the 
books. 

In  checking  the  payments  of  the  treas- 
urer, the  cash  book  was  used  as  the  basis, 
as  the  payments  were  made  in  a lump 
sum,  which  included  interest.  In  recon- 
ciling the  commitment  it  was  ascertained 
that  the  cash  on  hand  practically  cor- 
responded with  the  cash  book  record,  the 


cash  being  slightly  in  excess  of  the 
amount  called  for,  This  discrepency, 
probably  represents  clerical  errors  in 
posting;  the  difference,  however,  is  small 
and  as  it  is  on  the  rigjit  side,  it  did  not 
warrant  the  great  amount  of  work  that 
would  have  been  involved  in  checking  the 
items  in  detail  from  the  commentment 
book  to  the  cash  book  in  order  to  locate 
the  errors,  since  the  differences  will  be 
disclosed  automatically  as  the  warrants 
are  cleaned  up. 

Sewer  assessments  are  committed  to 
collector  and  no  formal  apportionment  is 
made,  although  partial  payments  are  al- 
lowed, I have  treated  these  assessments 
as  unapportioned  and  have  included  them 
in  the  balance  sheet  in  the  general  ac- 
counts, with  an  offsetting  account  of 
“sewer  revenue,’’  showing  that  they  are 
not  available  until  collected. 

Tables  showing  a reconciliation  of  the 
collector’s  cash,  and  of  the  tax  and  as- 
sessments accounts,  are  appended  to  the 
report. 

The  town  clerk’s  records  of  the  town 
meetings  had  not  been  written  up,  and 
it  was  therefore  necessary  to  use  the 
selectmen’s  stenographic  report  of  the 
meetings  in  order  to  verify  the  appropria- 
tion accounts  with  the  appropriations 
voted  by  the  town.  The  town  clerk  stated 
that  he  had  so  much  to  do  as  town  clerk 
and  treasurer  that  he  did  not  have  time 
to  make  his  records;  if  this  is  so,  provis- 
ion should  be  made  for  adequate  clerical 
assistance,  as  it  is  of  vital  importance 
that  the  town  records  be  kept  up  to  date. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  several 
trust  funds  in  the  custody  of  the  town 
treasurer  were  examined  and  checked,  the 
securities  and  savings  bank  books  repre- 
senting the  investments  of  the  funds  be- 
ing personally  examined.  In  checking  the 
accounts  it  was  learned  that  the  interest 
coupons  due  during  the  year  had  not  been 
detatched  from  the  securities;  also  that 
the  savings  bank  books  had  not  been  pre- 
sented at  the  banks  to  have  the  income 
added  for  the  year.  As  the  income  from 
these  funds  is  to  be  used  for  specific  pur- 
poses, it  is  necessary  that  it  be  collected 
when  due  in  order  that  the  town  may  re- 
ceive the  benefit  as  intended  by  the 
donors. 

Tables  showing  summaries  of  the  trust 
fund  accounts  are  appended  to  this  re- 
port. 

In  addition  to  the  departments  and  ac- 
counts mentioned,  the  accounts  of  all 
other  departments  receiving  or  disbursing 
town  funds,  or  committing  bills  for  col- 
lection, were  examined  and  checked. 

In  the  balance  sheet  appended  several 
overdrawn  accounts  are  shown  which 
must  be  taken  care  of  by  an  appropria- 
tion. 

Section  16  of  Chapter  719,  Acts  of  1913, 
provides  that; 

No  department  of  any  city  or  town 


shall  incur  liability  in  excess  of  the  ap- 
propriation made  for  the  use  of  such  de- 
partment, except  in  cases  of  extreme 
e lergency  involving  the  health  or  safety 
of  persons  or  uroperty,  and  then  only  by 
a vote  in  cities  of  two-thirds  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  city  council,  and  in  a com- 
mission form  of  government  by  a vote  of 
two-thirds  of  the  members  of  the  com- 
mission, and  in  a town  by  a vote  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  selectmen. 

In  preparing  the  budget  for  the  annual 
appropriations,  the  sums  requested 
should  be  sufficient  for  the  needs  of  the 
several  departments  irrespective  of  any 
moneys  to  be  received  for  services  ren- 
dered or  materials  furnished,  as  Section 
7,  Chapter  591,  Acts  of  1920,  provides 
that: 

All  moneys  received  by  any  town  officer 
or  department,  except  as  otherwise  pro- 
vided by  special  acts  and  except  fees  pro- 
vided for  by  statute,  shall  be  paid  by  such 
officer  or  department  upon  their  receipt 
into  the  town  treasury.  Any  sums  so 
paid  into  the  town  treasury  shall  not  lat- 
er be  used  by  such  officer  or  department 
without  a specific  appropriation  thereof. 

While  engaged  in  making  the  audit,  I 
received  the  hearty  co-operation  of  the 
several  town  officials  and,  on  behalf  of 
.ay  assistants  and  myself,  I wish  to  ex- 
press my  appreciation  for  the  assistance 
rendered,

Note: — In  1912  such  items  as  clerk’s  salary,  attendance  officer,  build- 
ing supplies,  light,  water,  were  classified  “miscellaneous.”  For  compara- 
tive purpose  these  are  so  classified  for  1920. 

Some  of  the  increase  in  cost  of  schools  is  due  to  growth 
in  number  of  pupils;  some  to  higher  cost  for  similar  service, 
supplies  and  equipment.  In  the  third  column  of  the  above 
table  is  given  the  per  cent  of  increase  due  to  the  latter  cause. 
This  has  been  found  in  various  ways,  the  result  in  some  cases 
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being  quite  accurate  and  in  others  approximate.  Effort  is 
made  to  determine  the  natural  increase  due  to  employment 
of  more  teachers,  to  purchase  of  supplies  and  books  for  more 
children,  to  cost  of  repairs  and  equipment  for  more  school 
rooms,  to  payment  of  transportation  of  more  children,  to 
heating  of  more  rooms,  etc. ; and  to  indicate  what  portion  of 
the  remaining  increase  is  due  to  the  “high  cost  of  living” 
as  it  affects  schools.

in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  equivalent  of  ninety  per 
cent  of  the  money  that  Fairhaven  raises  by  taxation 
for  schools  goes  to  pay  teachers’  salaries,  and  that  sixty-five 
per  cent  of  the  whole  expenditure  is  for  that  purpose,  it  is 
pertinent  to  know  how  the  town  compares  in  this  respect 
with  others  of  the  same  size. 

The  following  towns  of  approximately  the  same  popu- 
lation as  Fairhaven  paid  in  October,  1920,  grade  salaries  as 
given  in  the  table.  Salaries  of  principals,  and  teachers  doing 
departmental  work  are  not  included.

The  above  towns  are  representative  in  paying  ability, 
being  neither  distinctively  wealthy  nor  poor. 

The  average  minimum  salary  for  twenty-five  towns  in 
the  state,  ranging  from  5945  to  8101  in  population  is  $943.00 
the  average  maximum,  $1257.00;  the  average  of  salaries  act- 
ually paid,  $1140.00. 

Fairhaven  with  a minmum  of  $850.00,  a maximum  of 
$1250.00,  an  average  of  $1133.00,  is  paying  practically  the 
same  as  other  towns  of  its  size.  Is  this  enough  ? It  will  en- 
able the  town  to  maintain  an  average  school  system.  It  will 
not  stabilize  the  teaching  corps.  The  cities  are  paying  con- 
siderably higher  salaries.  They  will  continue  to  take  our 
best  teachers. 

It  is  often  suggested  that  with  the  decline  of  wages  in 
other  occupations  salaries  of  teachers  must  decrease.  This 
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is  not  probable  in  the  near  future,  if  at  all.  The  United 
States  Commissioner  of  Education  reported  in  October,  1920, 
two  months  ago,  that  there  was  a shortage  of  90,000  teachers 
and  that  there  were  many  untrained  teachers  in  service.  The 
report  of  special  commission  on  teachers’  salaries  appointed 
by  Governor  Coolidge,  rendered  in  August,  says:  “One  of 

the  most  disturbing  conditions  which  the  Commission  has 
found  in  the  course  of  its  investigations  is  the  decreasing  en- 
rollment in  the  state  normal  schools.”  Since  1917  there  has 
been  a marked  decrease,  amounting  to  37  per  cent  in  the 
number  of  men  and  27  per  cent  in  the  number  of  women.” 
The  present  enrollment  shows  an  increase  but  teachers  now 
beginning  training  will  not  be  available  until  1922  or  later. 
Massachusetts  has  in  the  past  drawn  quite  heavily  on  other 
states  for  its  teacher  supply.  Salaries  in  these  states  have 
materially  advanced  and  this  source  of  supply  has  been  much 
diminished.  The  law  of  supply  and  demand  alone  will  cer- 
tainly operate  to  keep  salaries  up  for  two  years  more  and 
perhaps  longer. 

Apart  from  the  law  of  supply  and  demand  there  are 
sound  reasons  for  paying  teachers  more  than  is  paid  in  many 
other  occupations.  The  report  above  mentioned  says:  “The 
tangible  rewards  of  teaching  have  been  too  low.  The  salar- 
ies paid  have  not  afforded  adequate  recognition  of  invest- 
ments in  time  and  money  which  teachers  make  to  secure  the 
necessary  preparation  for  teaching.  After  completing  the 
secondary  school,  the  typical  elementary  school  teacher  de- 
votes two  years  to  further  study,  and  the  typical  high  school 
teacher  four  years.  The  expenses  incidental  to  this  special 
preparation,  plus  the  income  that  might  have  been  derived 
from  employment  during  this  period,  constitute  a substan- 
tial sum.  In  addition  to  these  initial  expenses  for  prepara- 
tion the  ambitious  teacher  continues  during  her  teaching  car- 
eer to  make  substancial  outlays  for  professional  reading  and 
professional  improvement  courses.  in  appraising  the  ade- 
quacy of  the  teachers’  wage  as  compared  with  the  wages 
earned  in  other  employments,  it  is  necessary  to  take  into  con- 
sideration these  special  investments  which  the  teacher  makes 
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for  professional  preparation  and  improvement  in  service.’* 
“The  commission  is  convinced  that  if  Massachusetts  is 
to  realize  the  largest  returns  from  its  investments  in  educa- 
tion, salaries  of  teachers  in  the  public  schools  must  continue 
to  increase,  so  as  to  accomplish  the  following  purposes:  first, 
to  attract  into  the  teaching  profession  capable  young  men 
and  women  in  sufficient  numbers  to  supply  all  vacancies  with 
well-qualified  teachers;  second,  to  retain  efficient  teachers 
now  in  service;  third,  to  guarantee  that  communities  of  low 
valuation  as  well  as  those  of  high  valuation  shall  be  able  to 
secure  and  retain  well-qualified  teachers;  and  fourth,  to  en- 
able all  teachers  to  provide  from  salary  earnings  the  neces- 
saries of  life,  and  savings  and  insurance  against  disability  and 
old  age,  as  well  as  to  make  those  investments  that  result  in 
continued  growth  in  professional  efficiency.”

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It  has  been  for  some  time  very  difficult  to  maintain  the 
high  standard  of  work  in  the  high  school  with  the  funds 
available.  It  will  be  impossible  to  do  so  next  year  without 
more  revenue.  In  1912  the  membership  of  the  school  was 
167,  and  expenditures  were  $21,616.64.  The  present  mem- 
bership is  253,  with  an  average  for  the  fiscal  year  of  about 
240.  Expenditures  have  been  $31,961.00.  The  membership 
has  increased  43  per  cent  in  eight  years  and  the  cost  of  main- 
tenance only  48  per  cent.  These  figures  speak  for  them- 
selves. 

Additional  revenue  is  needed  in  two  directions,  viz., — to 
employ  two  more  teachers  and  to  retain  the  teachers  now 
in  service. 

In  regard  to  the  first  need,  it  may  be  said  that  there  are 
only  two  more  teachers  than  in  1912.  The  limit  in  size  and 
number  of  classes  per  teacher  has  been  reached.  In  the 
commercial  course  there  are  at  present  120  pupils;  it  is  safe 
to  say  there  will  be  150  or  more  next  year.  There  will  be  at 
least  fifteen  classes  a day  for  the  teachers  of  this  department. 
With  only  two  teachers,  the  work  cannot  possibly  be  done  in 
a six  period  day.  In  the  academic  department,  there  are  at 
present  nine  divisions  having  more  than  thirty  pupils,  five  of 
these  having  from  thirty-five  to  forty  and  four  from  thirty 
to  thirty-five.  Next  year  it  is  certain  there  will  be  more 
large  classes.  Educational  authorities  state,  and  experience 
demonstrates,  that  divisions  ought  not  to  have  more  than 
twenty-five  pupils.  If  they  do  it  is  impossible  to  expect  much 
individual  work,  and  considerable  of  this  is  necessary  to  as- 
sure the  success  of  the  slower  but  not  less  worthy  pupils. 
Another  teacher  in  the  academic  department  is  imperative  if 
high  grade  work  is  to  be  done. 

For  eight  years  after  its  establishment,  the  high  school 
had  a nearly  permanent  corps  of  strong  teachers.  During 
the  last  six  years  the  situation  has  radically  changed.  Only 
three  teachers  remain  of  the  old  corps  and  these  for  other 
reasons  than  salary,  Some  of  the  positions  have  been  filled 
several  times.  Five  changes  have  occurred  since  the  last  re- 
port. Such  a condition  necessarily  handicaps  the  progress 
of  the  school.  If  the  school  is  to  maintain  its  present  high 
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standard  an  appropriation  of  $6000  is  necessary.  This  as- 
sumes that  all  of  the  General  School  Fund  will  be  used  by  the 
grade  schools. 

The  high  school  building  with  its  unusual  equipment  is 
a constant  source  of  pride  to  Fairhaven  people.  The  quality 
of  school  maintained  therein  is  also  a matter  that  concerns 
them  greatly.  It  cannot  maintain  the  standing  of  the  past 
without  financial  aid. 

Attendance. 

The  total  enrollment  for  the  year  ending  in  June  1920 
was  1405;  the  average  membership  1257,  and  average  attend- 
ance only  1024.  The  epidemic  of  scarlet  fever  was  responsi- 
ble for  the  low  attendance.  The  present  actual  membership 
is  1455.  It  is  less  by  over  50  than  in  October,  indicating  the 
effect  of  the  business  depression. 

Building  Needs. 

At  the  annual  town  meeting,  held  in  February,  1920, 
a vote  was  passed  directing  the  School  Committee  “to  in- 
vestigate the  prospective  needs  of  the  schools  in  respect  to 
school  buildings,  with  reference  to  location  of  sites  for  the 
same,  and  to  submit  a report  at  the  next  annual  meeting.” 
In  accordance  with  the  wishes  of  the  committee,  the  follow- 
ing statement  of  present  and  future  building  needs  is  pre- 
sented. 


Building  Needs — Present 

The  problem  of  housing  has  been  unexpectedly  easy 
thus  far  this  year.  There  is  congestion  in  certain  grades  but 
no  children  are  on  part  time.  The  average  number  of  pupils 
per  teacher  in  the  grade  schools  is  over  40.  Business  de- 
pression has  caused  loss  of  population  and  by  its  lessening 
of  demand  for  tenements  has  kept  practically  empty  the  fif- 
ty-six double  houses  just  completed  by  the  Fairhaven  Mills 
in  Oxford.  If  these  houses  were  filled,  at  least  two  hundred 
qhildren  would  now  be  on  part  time. 

No  one  can  say  with  certainty  when  the  depression  will 
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pass  but  it  is  reasonable  to  expect  there  will  be  a revival  by 
next  fall.  The  school  department  should  be  prepared  by 
that  time  to  take  care  of  not  less  than  200  more  children. 
The  one  hundred  vacant  tenements  when  filled  will  furnish 
at  least  that  number. 

The  location  of  a new  building  in  Oxford  should  be 
determined  by  the  availability  of  a suitable  site  and  the  prob- 
able center  of  school  population.  A well  drained  lot,  large 
enough  for  a good  playground  and  a nine  or  ten  room  build- 
ing, not  on  a street  made  dangerous  by  automobile  traffic, 
placed  somewhere  near  the  future  center  of  school  popula- 
tion, is  desirable.  The  only  site  of  approximately  this  de- 
scription thus  far  found  is  on  North  street,  adjoining  the  old 
Oxford  School,  now  the  Oxford  Chapel  When  Cooke 
Street  is  extended  it  will  be  bounded  by  that  on  the  north. 
It  may  be  questioned  whether  this  is  a probable  center  of 
school  population  at  the  north  end.  There  are  now  206 
children  attending  the  Oxford  school  who  live  north  of  it, 
and  116  between  the  school  and  North  street.  There  are 
also  in  the  latter  locality  44  pupils  who  have  been  transfer- 
red to  the  Job  C.  Tripp  school.  Between  North  street  and 
Huttleston  avenue  are  about  75  children.  The  present  Ox- 
ford school  has  a maximum  capacity  of  350  pupils.  It  will 
not  accommodate  therefore,  all  who  live  north  of  the  school 
when  the  new  houses  are  occupied.  On  the  other  hand, 
there  is  likely  to  be  considerable  increase  in  the  population 
south  of  the  school  in  the  near  future.  In  the  next  few 
years  it  is  probable  there  will  be  more  building  there  than 
northward.  It  might  easily  happen  in  a year  or  two  that 
pupils  south  of  Oxford  school  would  have  to  pass  it  on  their 
way  to  school  if  a building  was  erected  north  of  it.  The  dis- 
tance would  not  be  prohibitive  in  either  direction,  in  fact, 
would  not  be  so  great  as  the  majority  of  pupils  in  the  city 
have  to  walk.  As  the  town  grows,  unless  the  policy  of  erect- 
ing small  buildings  is  adopted,  there  will  be  many  children 
who  will  have  to  walk  one-half  mile  or  more  to  school. 
Small  buildings  with  two  or  three  grades  to  the  room  are 
expensive  in  administration  and  do  not  enable  the  best  re- 
suits  educationally. 
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It  has  been  suggested  that  in  place  of  a new  building 
the  present  Oxford  school  be  enlarged.  This  is  not  feasible. 
The  building  was  not  planned  for  future  additions.  To  do 
so  and  conform  to  state  laws  relating  to  lighting,  heating, 
ventilation  and  fire  safety,  would  be  so  expensive  as  to  be 
impracticable.  Furthermore  the  housing  of  more  children  at 
a point  so  dangerous  because  of  traffic  conditions  is  very 
objectionable. 

The  suitability  for  school  purposes  of  the  North  street 
site,  the  probabilities  of  growth  in  this  vicinity,  and  the  ab- 
sence of  a desirable  site  north  of  the  Oxford  school  are  sound 
reasons  for  recommending  that  the  new  building  be  placed 
on  North  street. 

Building  Needs — Future 

An  eight  or  ten  room  building  on  North  street  should 
take  care  of  the  normal  growth  of  Oxford  for  two  or  three 
years.  It  will  lessen  the  attendance  at  the  Job  C.  Tripp 
school.  There  are  at  present  in  that  school  167  children 
who  come  from  between  North  and  Spring  streets,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  44  from  north  of  North  street.  Approximately 
150  of  these  will  attend  the  new  school  thus  leaving  four 
rooms  to  relieve  congestion  in  the  Washington  Street  and 
Rogers  schools.  These  need  relief  even  now.  The  two 
seventh  grades  at  the  Rogers  school  have  a present  member- 
ship of  106;  the  two  eighths  of  79.  Next  year  there  is  a cer- 
tainty of  at  least  a 25  per  cent  increase.  With  no  increase 
in  the  population  the  operation  of  new  school  laws  tends  to 
make  the  upper  grades  much  larger  than  formerly.  The 
Washington  Street  school  is  now  housing  240,  within  ten 
pupils  of  the  maximum  allowed  by  law.  This  is  more  by 
at  least  forty  than  sound  judgement  should  permit  to  be 
there.  There  is  also,  an  overflow  school  of  25  in  the  Town 
Hall.  Accomodations  at  the  Center  may  perhaps  be  suf- 
ficient for  another  year  without  a new  building  but  they  are 
not  likely  to  be  for  longer  than  that. 

Where  should  a new  building  at  the  Center  be  located  ? 

The  pupils  of  the  Washington  Street  and  Rogers  schools 
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and  of  the  town  hall  room  are  distributed  territorially  as 
follows: 


From  East  Fairhaven  128 

From  Sconticut  Neck  55 

From  between  Huttleston  Ave.  and  the  Railroad  231 

From  south  of  the  Railroad  113 

From  Oxford  (seventh  and  eighth  grades)  54 

From  unclassified  localities  25

It  is  probable  that  the  best  location  will  be  in  the  vicin- 
ity of  the  Rogers  school.'  It  might  be  feasible  to  use  a por- 
tion of  the  unusually  large  play  ground  there  for  the  purpose. 
If  this  is  not  done,  a lot  slightly  further  north  or  south — 
preferably  the  former — is  desirable. 

Good  sites  at  the  Center  are  now  scarce  and  one  should 
be  decided  upon  soon. 

It  is  premature  to  discuss  now  the  type  of  building  that 
should  be  erected  at  the  Center.  It  is  pertinent,  however, 
to  suggest  that  the  character  of  this  and  other  buildings  needs 
to  be  determined  by  the  educational  policies  to  be  realized. 
Assuming  that  the  present  plan  of  segregating  the  seventh 
and  eighth  grades  is  to  be  continued,  and  eventually 
a more  complete  junior  high  school  be  evolved,  a building 
for  the  purpose  will  be  required.  The  Job  C.  Tripp  school 
w’ith  its  assembly  hall  and  nearness  to  the  manual  training 
and  domestic  science  departments  of  the  high  school,  might 
well  serve  the  purpose  for  a few  years.  It  will  not  perma- 
nently. In  a relatively  short  time  it  will  not  house  the  upper 
grades,  neither  will  the  high  school  have  the  room  in  its 
manual  training  and  domestic  science  departments  to  care  for 
these  pupils.  When  a new' building  is  erected  at  thd  Center 
it  should  therefore  recognize  these  conditions. 

There  are  several  ways  in  which  this  can  be  done.  The 
Rogers  school  can  be  used  exclusively  by  the  lower  grades 
and  a junior  high  school  building  be  erected,  or  the  Rogers 
school  can  be  used  by  upper  grades  and  a new  primary  school 
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be  built.  In  either  case  the  present  Washington  Street 
school  could  be  fitted  up  to  serve  as  quarters  for  the  grade 
manual  training  and  domestic  science.  It  was  thus  used  in 
former  days. 

No  building  program  which  did  not  include  early  aban- 
donment of  the  Washington  Street  building  for  regular 
school  use  would  be  generally  satisfactory.  For  years  it  has 
been  the  target  of  criticism.  In  the  minds  of  many  it  is  a 
source  of  ill  health  and  a fire  trap  for  all  who  attend  it. 
Some  complaints  are  made,  of  course,  bv  people  not  cog- 
nizant of  conditions,  and  others  are  not  justified  by  the  facts. 
Admitting  this,  however,  it  is  perfectly  obvious  that  the  build- 
ing is  below  modern  standards  of  hygiene  and  safety  and 
that  it  is  highly  desirable  to  provide  better  quarters  for  the 
children  now  housed  there. 

The  Rogers  school  with  its  large  well  lighted  rooms  and 
its  spacious  play  ground  would  make  an  excellent  primary 
school.  Its  use  for  this  purpose  or  the  erection  of  a new 
primary  school  should  be  considered  seriously  in  the  near 
future. 

The  need  of  a building  in  East  Fairhaven  is  rather  too 
remote  at  present  to  require  the  selection  of  a site.  To 
erect  a building  there  would  save  transportation  expense  but 
this  would  be  more  than*  offset  by  the  increased  cost  of  ad- 
ministration, janitor  service,  etc.  Furthermore  the  children 
in  that  section  are  so  scattered  that  a building  centrally  lo- 
cated would  be  much  less  convenient  for  them  to  reach  than 
the  car  line.  Again,  it  would  not  make  for  the  best 
educational  opportunity  to  have  two  or  three  grades  in  a 
room,  which  would  be  necessary  in  a small  building. 

Washington  Street  School. 

The  school  committee  has  never  been  indifferent  to 
complaints  regarding  the  Washington  Street  school.  Some 
years  ago  it  made  a determined  effort  to  secure  adequate 
ventilation  and  expended  considerable  money  in  installing 
the  present  system.  This  meets  state  requirements  and  is 
fairly  satisfactory  when  rooms  are  not  over  crowded.  The 
following  extract  from  a letter  from  the  state  building  inspec- 
tor, dated  December  6th,  1920,  is  self  explanatory: 
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“I  have  received  a complaint  from  one  of  your  towns- 
men whose  children  are  pupils  in  the  Washington  Street 
school,  that  the  ventilation  in  the  class  rooms  during  the 
winter  months  is  exceedingly  poor — and  the  complainant 
claims  that  an  unhealthful  condition  exists.” 

“According  to  my  report  of  inspection  this  school  build- 
ing is  equipped  with  a supply  fan  fojcing  air  through  the  two 
furnaces,  thence  into  the  class  rooms;  and  in  the  attic  is 
located  an  exhaust  fan  connected  with  class  rooms  by  venti- 
ducts. This  system  it  would  seem  should  provide  the  neces- 
sary fresh  air  and  remove  the  cool  vitiated  air  thus  keeping 
the  class  rooms  in  satisfactory  condition.” 

The  letter  closed  with  the  suggestion  that  if  the  system 
was  in  operation  it  would  ventilate  satisfactorily.  The  sys- 
tem is  and  has  been  in  full  operation. 

In  regard  to  fire  safety,  the  committee  made  alterations 
several  years  ago  so  that  the  building  conforms  to  legal  re- 
quirements and  is  certified  to  have  “egress  and  means  of 
escape  from  fire  sufficient  for  two  hundred-fifty  persons.” 
Fire  drills  are  conducted  here,  as  in  all  buildings,  with  regu- 
larity and  efficiency. 

Job  C.  Tripp  School. 

The  completion  of  this  school  gives  the  town  a seven 
room  building  and  an  essembly  hall.  The  rooms  are  of 
standard  size  and  will  seat  comfortably  two  hundred  eighty 
pupils.  The  building  has  a present  membership  of  two 
hundred  seventy-eight. 

The  grounds  have  been  graded,  with  the  exception  of 
the  play  ground  on  the  east  side,  and  the  appearance  of 
the  building  is  much  improved  thereby. 

A comparison  of  the  cost  of  this  building  with  other 
school  house  construction  in  this  vicinity  and  the  state  indi- 
cates clearly  that  the  town  has  received  unusually  good  value 
for  money  expended. 

Teachers. 

Thirteen  grade  teachers  resigned  in  June.  Of  these 
eight  secured  higher  salaries  elsewhere  and  two  preferred  to 
be  at  home.  The  others  left  for  various  reasons.  Without

the  increase  in  salaries  made  possible  by  the  special  appro- 
priation, it  is  certain  that  practically  all  the  force  would  have 
gone.  The  teacher  shortage  would  have  made  it  impossible 
to  have  filled  the  vacancies  with  even  fair  material.  A year 
of  inferior  schools  following  a school  year  cut  short  by  an 
epidemic  would  have  been  a serious  loss  to  the  children. 
With  the  increase,  it  has’  been  possible  to  retain  twelve 
teachers  who  would  otherwise  have  left,  to  pay  a more  ade- 
quate salary  to  five  who  for  personal  reasons  have  remained 
in  our  service  several  years,  and  to  fill  vacancies  with  promis- 
ing teachers,  even  though  more  of  them  than  usual  are  inex- 
perienced. 1 am  glad  to  report  that  there  is  a larger  propor- 
tion of  highly  desirable  teachers  in  the  force  today  than  at 
any  time  in  my  period  of  service.  The  spirit  shown  toward 
their  work  is  unusually  good. 

School  Work. 

The  children  resumed  school  in  September  after  an 
absence  of  seventeen  weeks.  Time  lost  is  irreparable  of 
course  but  proof  of  the  excellence  of  your  teachers  is  found 
in  the  nearly  normal  progress  that  has  been  made. 

During  the  summer  the  course  of  study  was  revised. 
Important  changes  were  made  in  English  and  History  and 
entirely  new  outlines  in  Arithmetic,  Civics  and  Geography 
were  arranged.  The  whole  was  re-written  and  in  the  hands 
of  the  teachers  in  September. 

A special  effort  is  being  made  for  better  results  in  arith- 
metic. The  author  of  the  method  manual  in  use  was  one 
of  the  speakers  at  an  institute  held  by  the  teachers  in  Febru- 
ary and  he  has  since  addressed  them  and  conducted  demon- 
stration classes.  Indications  point  to  marked  improvement 
of  the  results  in  this  subject. 

The  State  Law  now  requires  that  the  subject  of  civics 
be  taken  in  the  elementary  school.  Our  course  of  study 
introduces  it  in  the  fifth  grade.  During  this  and  the  ensuing 
grade  such  topics  as  community  health,  protection  of  life  and 
property,  public  hygiene,  public  recreation,  public  education, 
care  of  dependents  and  public  utilities  are  studied.  In  the 
seventh  and  eighth  grades  more  attention  is  given  to  the 
machinery  of  government,  The  aim  throughout  is  not  only 
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to  teach  formally  how  we  are  governed  and  what  the  rights 
and  duties  of  citizens  are  but — what  is  more  important — 
to  develop  in  pupils  the  characteristics  of  good  citizens  and 
the  spirit  of  good  citizenship.  As  an  aid  in  this  direction, 
Fairhaven  Junior  Improvement  Associations  have  been 
formed  in  all  grades  above  the  fourth.  The  object  of  these, 
as  stated  in  their  constitution,  “shall  be  to  help  keep  our 
bodies  healthy,  clean  and  strong  and  our  school,  neighbor- 
hood and  town  beautiful,  clean  and  healthful.”  All  pupils 
are  eligible  to  membership,  but  “members  who  present  evi- 
dence of  having  done  not  less  than  ten  hours  of  civic  service 
shall  be  entitled  to  wear  a membership  button.”  Civic  ser- 
vice means  service  for  school,  neighborhood,  community  or 
state  without  compensation.  Each  member  is  required  to 
take  the  following  pledge: 

“I  pledge  myself  not  to  deface  any  fence  or  building, 
neither  will  I scatter  paper  nor  throw  rubbish  in  public 
places;  I will  not  injure  any  tree,  shrub  or  lawn;  I promise 
not  to  spit  upon  the  floor  in  any  public  place  nor  upon  the 
sidewalk.  I will  protect  the  property  of  others  as  I would 
my  own.  I will  always  protect  birds  and  other  animals.  I 
will  work  to  keep  my  body  healthy,  clean  and  strong.  I will 
promise  to  try  to  be  a true,  loyal  citizen.” 

Application  has  been  made  to  the  Executive  Committee 
of  the  Fairhaven  Improvement  Association  for  affiliation 
with  it.  If  this  is  approved  “members  of  the  Junior  Im- 
provement Association  who  give  evidence  of  having  com- 
pleted not  less  than  twenty  hours  of  civic  service  may  be- 
come associate  members  of  the  senior  association  on  pay- 
ment of  a fee  of  fifty  cents.”  “Associate  membership  in- 
cludes the  right  to  participate  in  the  privileges  of  the  associa- 
tion and  also  the  right  to  serve  on  committees  appointed  by 
the  Executive  Committee  of  the  senior  association.” 

The  Junior  Improvement  Association  has  been  organ- 
ized several  weeks  in  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  and  much 
interest  is  manifested.  It  was  initiated  in  the  fifth  and  sixth 
grades  the  last  week  of  the  fall  term.  Under  a slightly  dif- 
ferent plan  an  effort  is  being  made  to  start  one  in  the  high 
school. 
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The  government  of  these  associations  is  through  officers 
elected  by  the  pupils.  The  teacher  is  ex-officio  a member 
of  the  executive  committee. 

Good  citizenship  is  founded  on  public  spirit.  Public 
spirit  has  one  of  its  first  opportunities  of  manifestation  in 
interest  in  and  loyalty  to  the  home  town.  It  is  hoped  that 
through  the  study  of  civics  in  our  schools  and  the  opportunity 
and  incentive  given  to  develop  civic  spirit,  a sense  of  respon- 
sibility and  loyality  may  be  developed  m these  future  citizens. 

In  this  connection  may  be  mentioned  the  study  of  local 
history  in  the  upper  grades.  This  has  been  successfully 
carried  on  for  several  years.  This  year  there  is  a greater 

interest  in  it  than  usual.  Much  time  and  effort  are  being  put 
forth  in  getting  and  arranging  material. 

Health  Supervision. 

The  importance  of  increasing  attention  to  health  super- 
vision has  been  emphasized  in  previous  reports.  Progress 
along  this  line  has  been  made  during  the  year.  Through  the 
efforts  of  the  Mothers’  Club  a dental  clinic  has  been  estab- 
lished. Money  for  equipment  and  the  services  of  a dentist 
two  days  a week  was  raised  in  various  ways  and  work  was 
begun  in  October.  Up  to  December  15th  the  clinic  had  been 
open  twenty-six  days.  Fifty-seven  pupils  have  been  treated; 
twenty-five  of  them  once,  twenty-three  twice,  seven  three 
times,  and  one  four  times. 

Under  the  plan  of  operating  the  clinic  the  cost  of  treat- 
ment is  made  as  low  as  possible  and  is  modified  to  meet  the 
needs  of  individual  pupils.  Thirty-eight  children  have  paid 
the  full  charge,  three  a part  of  it  and  nine  have  received  free 
treatment. 

The  total  number  of  visits  to  the  clinic  thus  far  has  been 
ninety-six. 

Up  to  this  time  the  work  has  been  confined  to  the  chil- 
dren of  the  lower  grades.  Examination  of  the  children  in 
the  upper  grades  has  been  scheduled  and  some  work  will  be 
done  for  them  during  the  remainder  of  the  year. 

The  value  of  the  work  being  done  through  the  clinic 
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can  hardly  be  exaggerated.  Many  people  know  that  de- 
cayed teeth  are  responsible  for  much  ill  health.  They  know 
that  each  decayed  tooth  becomes  a focus  of  infection,  the 
products  of  which  may  be  absorbed  into  the  system  and  cause 
serious  constitutional  disturbances.  Knowing  these  things,  it 
would  amaze  them  to  know  how  many  children  are  not 
taught  at  home  the  use  of  the  tooth  brush  and  never  have 
their  teeth  properly  cared  for.  Not  to  have  this  care  means, 
not  merely  that  the  child  will  lose  days  of  school,  but,  also, 
that  he  is  likely  to  suffer  throughout  his  life  from  lack  of  it. 

The  Mothers’  Club  did  a splendid  thing  for  the  com- 
munity and  the  schools  when  it  initiated  the  movement  for  a 
community  nurse.  In  the  establishment  of  a dental  clinic  it 
has  rendered  another  very  valuable  service.  The  practical 
civic  spirit  which  can  make  the  effort  it  costs  to  accomplish 
such  results  deserves  hearty  appreciation.

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The  school  work  of  the  community  nurse  grows  in  effi- 
ciency and  value.  In  the  person  of  Miss  Gifford  the  Com- 
munity Nurse  Association  has  a very  worthy  successor  of 
those  who  previously  held  the  position.  Because  more  time 
and  systematic  effort  has  been  given  the  schools,  the  results 
are  unusually  good. 

Excellent  work  is  being  done  along  the  lines  of  physical 
training.  A well  graded  course  in  gymnastics  is  being  given. 
Organized  play  is  being  developed  and  interest  in  athletic 
games  encouraged. 
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On  the  theory  that  the  beneficial  results  of  physical 
training  are  neutralized  when  those  taking  it  are  under 
weight,  Mr.  Pidgeon  is  carrying  on  a “right  weight — right 
height”  campaign.  Every  child  in  the  grade  schools  has 
been  weighed  and  measured  and  the  record  placed  on  the 
class  record  chart.  It  is  planned  to  do  this  monthly  here- 
after. Reports  are  sent  home  to  parents  and  an  effort  made 
to  arouse  an  interest  in  corrective  measures  for  seriously 
under  weight  children. 

To  many  the  weighing  of  school  children  seems  a waste 
of  time  and  effort.  Doctor  L.  E.  Holt,  chairman  of  the 
Child  Health  Organization  of  America,  says: 

“By  means  of  the  scales  the  mother  has  been  taught 
the  meaning  of  the  weight  of  the  infant,  and  the  importance 
of  an  increase  in  weight  as  a measure  of  the  infant’s  progress 
in  health.  It  is  not  an  exaggeration  to  say  that  the  manu- 
facturer of  scales  has  saved  more  infant  lives  than  the  manu- 
facturer of  drugs.  It  is  the  state  of  nutrition  which  the 
scales  record,  and  normal  nutrition  spells  health  in  an  infant. 

In  older  children  also  the  same  thing  holds  true.  The 
condition  of  nutrition  is  an  index  of  health,  the  best  index, 
we  believe.  This  is  shown  by  the  child’s  weight  for  his 
height,  and  still  more  by  his  regular  progress  in  weight. 
Normal  growth  and  development  depend  upon  the  nutrition 
of  the  body.  The  conditions  which  affect  nutrition,  there- 
fore, are  the  vital  things  which  must  be  emphasized  in  health 
education.”

High  School. 

A class  of  42  graduated  in  June  and  one  of  84  entered 
in  September.  The  present  membership  of  the  high  school 
is  253.  Of  these  181  are  from  Fairhaven;  46  from  Matta- 
poisett:  21  from  Acushnet,  and  5 from  Rochester. 

Last  year  the  attendance  at  this  time  was  250.  Next 
fall  everything  indicates  an  enrollment  of  at  least  275. 

The  problem  of  continued  maintenance  of  a school 
approximating  in  quality  the  building  and  equipment  is  pri- 
marily a financial  one.  Its  solution  by  a town  that  has  had 
its  high  school  privileges  without  cost  for  fifteen  years  should 
be  immediate  and  in  a cheerful  spirit.  A high  school  of  the 
average  type  for  Fairhaven  pupils  would  cost  the  town  annu- 
ally not  less  than  $25,000,  exclusive  of  interest  on  investment 
in  building  and  equipment.  Does  it  seem  just  to  complain 
if  asked  to  appropriate  a small  part  of  this  sum  to  aid  in 
maintaining  a better  one  ? 

The  following  matters  of  special  interest  connected  with 
the  high  school  work  of  the  year  are  reported  by  Principal 
George  C.  Dickey  as  follows: 

“A  new  Chemistry  course  was  added  to  the  curriculum 
this  year.  Last  year  only  ten  pupils  elected  Chemistry.  It 
was  felt  that  with  the  equipment  of  our  high  school  this  was 
a very  small  number.  This  year  a course  in  Household 
Chemistry  or  Chemistry  for  girls,  has  been  introduced. 

“The  course  has  been  made  elective  in  the  second,  third 
and  fourth  years,  and  has  been  chosen  by  sixteen  girls.  This 
makes  a total  of  twenty-six  pupils  studying  chemistry,  as 
there  are  ten  in  the  College  Preparatory  Course.” 

“Last  year  the  High  School  Orchestra  was  re-organized, 
under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  C.  E.  Jones,  and  an  excellent 
beginning  was  made.  In  April  the  orchestra  took  part  in 
the  School  Concert  in  the  High  School  Hall. 

“This  year  rehearsals  were  started  the  first  week  of 
school  so  that  it  was  possible  for  the  orchestra  to  make  its 
first  appearance  on  the  Parents’  Night  held  at  the  High 
School,  October  twenty-third. 

“Because  of  the  importance  of  instrumental  playing  and 
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because  so  many  pupils  are  willing  to  give  one  and  one- 
quarter  hours  weekly  to  rehearsing  with  the  orchestra  or  to 
begin  the  study  of  orchestral  instruments,  one-quarter  of  a 
point  will  be  given  to  pupils  who  are  members  of  the  orches- 
tra and  who  are  not  absent  more  than  three  times  from  re- 
hearsals. We  have  in  the  orchestra  twelve  violins,  two 
cornets,  one  trombone,  two  drums,  one  clarinet  and  one 
cello.  There  seems  to  be  an  ample  supply  of  violinists  and 
pianists  among  our  pupils  but  a scarcity  of  cellists,  cornetists, 
clarinetists  and  trombonists.  Boys  and  girls  should  be  en- 
couraged to  study  these  less  common  but  important  instru- 
ments. 

“With  the  exception  of  two  drums  the  orchestra  has  no 
instruments  of  its  own.  A way  should  be  found  to  purchase 
instruments  that  will  be  owned  by  the  orhcestra,  as  we  have 
pupils  who  play  certain  instruments  but  cannot  afford  to  pro- 
vide themselves  with  instrument  of  the  best  quality. 

“The  cost  of  instruction  and  music  is  provided  by 
money  obtained  at  the  annuap  song  recital. 

“Last  year  about  $75.00  was  made  at  this  concert  and 
was  just  sufficient  to  carry  the  orchestra  through  the  year. 
Because  of  the  early  start  this  year  a much  larger  sum  will 
be  needed.  It  is  hoped  there  will  be  a generous  response  by 
the  public  to  the  concert  to  be  given  later.” 

“The  classes  of  1917,  1919,  1920  during  the  school  year 
of  1917-18  purchased  a $100.00  Liberty  Bond  for  the  purpose 
of  obtaining  a bronze  tablet  in  memory  of  the  F.  H.  S.  boys 
who  served  in  The  World  War.  Last  year  an  attempt  was 
made  to  obtain  a tablet  for  $100.00.  Nothing,  however,  was 
found  that  was  satisfactory.” 

“This  year  a series  of  afternoon  parties  have  been  plan- 
ned for  the  purpose  of  raising  additional  money  for  the  pur- 
pose. Each  class  is  to  have  one  party,  at  which  cake,  candy, 
punch  and  other  things  are  to  be  sold,  and  dancing  enjoyed. 
At  this  writing  the  Junior  and  Senior  Classes  have  had  their 
parties.  The  Juniors  have  added  about  $34.00  to  the  fund, 
and  the  Seniors  about  $43.00.  In  addition  to  raising  money 
for  the  tablet,  these  parties  give  the  pupils  of  the  school  an 
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opportunity  to  meet  socially  which  is  an  important  part  of 
the  training  of  youth.  An  opportunity  is  also  furnished 
parents  and  teachers  to  meet  and  become  acquainted,  for 
parents  are  cordially  invited  to  attend.7’ 

“In  order  that  parents  and  teachers  may  have  an  oppor- 
tunity to  meet  each  other,  it  has  been  planned,  this  year  to 
have  at  least  three  Parent-Teachers’  Meetings.  The  first  meet- 
ing was  held  October  twenty-six  and  there  were  present  about 
two  hundred,  parents  and  friends.  A musical  program  was 
furnished  by  the  orchestra  followed  by  light  refreshments 
which  were  served  by  the  members  of  the  advanced  class  in 
cooking.  Parents  are  urged  to  attend  these  meetings  as  a 
fine  opportunity  is  offered  them  to  meet  the  teachers  of  the 
school,  it  is  only  with  parental  co-operation  that  the  school 
can  reach  a high  point  of  efficiency.” 

Permit  me  to  express  to  the  committee  my  appreciation 
of  its  interest  and  co-operation  in  the  work  of  the  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN  FOR  THE  YEAR  1920. 

To  the  Trustees  of  The  Millicent  Library: 

As  shown  by  the  annual  report  of  a year  ago,  1919  was 
a record  breaking  year  for  The  Millicent  Library,  the  total 
circulation  being  9000  books  in  excess  of  that  of  any  previous 
year.  The  figures  for  the  first  four  months  seemed  to  indi- 
cate that  1920  would  be  another  record  breaker  for  the 
library.  Any  hope  of  this  was  frustrated  however  by  the 
local  scarlet  fever  epidemic  in  the  spring  when  the  library  in 
common  with  schools  and  churches  was  closed  for  a period  of 
five  weeks  from  May  9th  to  June  13th.  We  were  slow  in 
recovering  from  the  effect  of  the  closing  and  it  was  not 
until  October  that  we  were  on  a par  with  recent  years.  The 
last  two  months  of  the  year  have,  however,  shown  circula- 
tion figures  in  excess  of  any  previous  records  for  these 
months. 

We  have  also  been  handicapped  this  year  by  the  in- 
creasing costs  and  the  most  noticeable  effect  has  been  in  the 
allowance  for  books.  In  1919  we  purchased  1207  books  at 
a cost  of  $1317.  This  year  we  have  spent  $1403.  in  buying 
822  books.  Expending  more  money  this  year  we  have  been 
able  to  purchase  only  two-thirds  as  many  books.  Fiction 
now  averages  $2.00  a volume,  children’s  books  nearly  $1.30, 
and  biographies,  histories,  books  on  science,  art  and  tech- 
nology, books  of  permanent  character, 'from  $3.00  to  $10.00. 
It  is  difficult  to  make  a limited  allowance  go  very  far  under 
these  conditions  and  satisfy  a reasonable  demand  for  the  new 
books. 

Our  greatest  loss,  and  it  has  been  a real  handicap,  was 
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the  resignation  of  Miss  Perry  from  the  staff.  Because  of  the 
death  of  her  mother  in  June,  she  felt  that  her  duty  lay  in  her 
own  home.  We  were  loath  to  let  her  go,  granting  her  at 
first  a three  months  leave  of  absence  and  only  of  necessity 
accepting  her  resignation  in  September.  Miss  Perry  had 
been  in  charge  of  the  children’s  work  since  1905.  The  pres- 
ent collection  of  books  in  the  children’s  room  stands  as  a 
testimonial  to  her  good  judgement  in  the  selection  of  books 
for  children  To  the  schools  of  Fairhaven  she  rendered  un- 
usual service  in  preparation  of  graded  lists,  classroom  libra- 
ries and  in  the  conduct  of  the  course  in  the  use  of  the  library 
given  the  upper  grades  each  year.  We  miss  her  personally 
and  for  her  work. 

Miss  Lois  Slocum  of  New  Bedford,  a senior  at  Smith 
College,  made  a capable  substitute  during  the  summer 
months  and  we  would  have  been  glad  to  have  had  her  re- 
main. We  were  exceedingly  fortunate,  however,  when 
Miss  Sarar  B.  Clarke  agreed  to  come  in  September  as  a sub^ 
stitute  for  an  indefinite  period  until  we  shall  be  able  to  fill 
Miss  Perry’s  position.  Since  she  came,  Miss  Clarke  has 
spent  most  of  her  regular  hours  at  the  loan  desk  and  Mrs. 
Leighton  has  taken  over  temporarily  the  work  in  the  child- 
ren’s room. 

Accessions  and  Withdrawals. 

We  have  added  to  the  library  during  the  year  863  books, 
and  362  were  withdrawn  and  rejected,  making  a net  gain  of 
501  books  and  a total  of  26,160  books  in  the  library  Decem- 
ber 31st.  Mention  has  already  been  made  of  the  handicap 
of  increased  costs.  Of  the  books  rejected  a very  considera- 
ble number  were  books  from  scarlet  fever  rooms.  These 
books  were  returned  to  the  library  and  destroyed.  In  the 
matter  of  replacement  an  item  of  at  least  $150  is  directly 
chargeable  to  the  epidemic. 

Binding  costs  have  been  almost  prohibitive.  We  have 
gotten  along  with  a minimum  amount  of  rebinding  and  have 
reduced  the  number  of  periodicals  bound  at  present,  reserv- 
ing other  volumes  for  future  binding  if  prices  return  to  nor- 
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mal.  Much  new  fiction  has  been  purchased  this  fall  in  the 
Huntting  resewed  binding  and  this  we  believe  to  be  a measure 
of  economy  in  the  long  run. 

More  French  and  Portuguese  books  have  been  added 
and  there  is  a demand  for  books  in  Italian  which  we  hope  to 
meet  this  year. 

Circulation. 

The  home  use  of  books  from  the  main  library  during 
1920  was  49,889,  from  the  Oxford  branch,  6476,  a total  of 
56,361  books  issued.  This  represents  a falling  off  of  7352 
from  the  1919  total  and  is  accounted  for  in  large  measure 
by  the  epidemic.  Six  hundred  seventy  four  borrowers  were 
added  to  the  registration  file. 

Children’s  Room  & Work  with  Schools. 

The  number  of  books  from  the  children’s  room  was 
17,676  as  against  20,811  last  year.  In  the  early  fall  the 
shelves  were  thoroughly  gone  over  and  some  200  books 
marked  for  rejection.  This  has  relieved  the  congestion  to 
some  extent.  Mrs.  Leighton  also  effected  some  changes  in 
arrangement  which  have  worked  to  advantage.  An  exhibit 
of  children’s  books  suitable  for  gifts  and  most  of  them  new 
books  was  held  Nov.  15th  to  20th  which  was  generally  ob- 
served as  Children’s  Book  Week  in  libraries  and  bookstores. 
Miss  Perry  gave  the  usual  course  in  the  use  of  the  library 
to  the  upper  grades  last  winter  and  Mrs.  Leighton  has  made 
up  classroom  libraries  this  fall.  Books  for  a more  or  less 
permanent  collection  have  been  loaned  the  High  School. 
Fairhaven  teachers  have  borrowed  for  reference  or  study 
1013  books  during  the  year. 

Oxford  Branch 

The  Oxford  Branch  has  continued  with  the  same  force 
in  charge.  The  branch  suffered  as  well  as  the  main  library 
from  the  enforced  closing  and  shows  a proportionate  loss 
in  circulation.  More  books  have  been  added  to  the  collec- 
tion this  fall  and  the  use  has  increased.  The  average  days 
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circulation  for  November  and  December  has  been  59,  practi- 
cally one  book  issued  every  minute  the  library  is  open. 
Some  evenings  over  80  books  are  issued. 

A Gift  To  The  Library. 

In  January  the  library  was  the  recipient  of  a gift  unique 
in  itself  and  noteworthy  for  its  donor.  This  was  the  four 
volume  account  in  Japanese  of  the  life  and  adventures  of 
Manjiro  Nakahama  written  by  himself.  The  gift  came  from 
Viscount  Ishii,  former  Japanese  Ambassador  to  the  United 
States,  now  Japan’s  representative  to  the  League  of  Nations. 
The  volumes,  which  represent  in  a sense  a memento  of 
Viscount  Ishii’s  visit  to  Fairhaven  in  1918,  are  beautifully 
bound  in  a silk  cloth,  the  paper  is  of  peculiar  texture  and  the 
curious  illustrations  are  reminiscent  of  Nakahama’s  exper- 
iences in  Fairhaven,  on  whaling  voyages  and  of  his  travels 
in  the  South  Seas.  Greatful  acknowledgement  was  made  to 
the  donor  and  the  volumes  have  been  placed  in  the  glass 
case  which  holds  the  Samurai  sword. 

Personal  and  Other  Items. 

Changes  in  staff  have  already  been  mentioned.  In 
May  Mrs.  Genevieve  P.  Stillman  owing  to  removal  from 
town  resigned  from  the  board  of  trustees  and  at  the  Novem- 
ber meeting,  Miss  Georgia  E.  Fairfield  was  unanimously 
elected  as  her  successor. 

The  quarterly  bulletin  has  been  issued  this  year  in  some- 
what changed  form,  a two-column  arrangement  being  used 
instead  of  the  single  line  plan.  The  June  number  was  omit- 
ted and  a double  number  issued  in  September. 

The  Cape  Cod  Library  has  accepted  the  invitation  of 
this  library  to  hold  its  annual  meeting  next  September  in 
Fairhaven. 

Through  letters  of  solicitation  the  library  received  the 
amount  of  $92.00,  somewhat  less  than  its  quota,  for  the 
American  Library  Association’s  Enlarged  Program. 

In  concluding  I want  to  call  the  attention  of  the  trustees 
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to  the  fact  that  the  library  is  being  carried  on  with  a staff  no 
larger  than  it  had  twenty  years  ago.  As  the  town  has  grown 
(the  population  has  more  than  doubled)  the  work  has 
grown  and  the  number  of  people  served  and  the  number  of 
books  issued  have  very  materially  increased.  All  depart- 
ments are  open  twelve  hours  a day.  It  has  become  practi- 
cally impossible  for  the  person  at  the  loan  desk  to  do  any 
other  work.  This  applies  to  the  attendent  in  the  children’s 
room  afternoons  and  evenings. 

While  the  work  of  charging  and  discharging  books  goes 
on  apparently  as  it  always  did  to  the  outsider,  certain  de- 
tails of  the  work  have  been  of  necessity  neglected.  The 
keeping  of  the  books  in  their  proper  order  on  the  shelves 
is  one  item.  With  free  access  to  them  it  is  no  small  job 
to  keep  26,000  books  in  exact  order  and  a book  out  of  place 
is  temporarily  lost  causing  embarrasment  both  to  borrower 
and  librarian.  More  supervision  is  needed.  The  inventory 
begun  this  fall  and  postponed  because  we  find  no  time  to 
continue  it  at  present  will,  1 am  sure,  show  a higher  propor- 
tionate loss  than  ever  before.  We  have  always  prided  our- 
selves on  our  small  percentage  of  books  lost.  Practically 
no  time  is  given  the  librarian  or  staff  for  reading  and  read- 
ing for  book  selection  is  a legitimate  and  necessary  part  of 
library  work.  We  are  behind  in  our  work  in  other  ways. 

In  the  light  of  the  situation  I want  to  recommend,  if 
the  income  for  1921  will  warrant  it,  that  a regular  children’s 
librarian  be  secured  as  soon  as  possible  in  Miss  Perry’s  posi- 
tion and  that  Miss  Clarke,  if  she  will  serve,  be  engaged  as  an 
assistant  on  a part  time  schedule.  If  this  can  be  done,  I 
think  an  arrangement  of  time  and  duties  can  be  worked  out 
which  will  enable  us  to  handle  the  increasing  work  more 
efficiently. 

The  staff  express  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  their  sincere 
appreciation  of  the  very  material  encouragement  given  their 
work  this  year.
